The New Education Bill 


ITS EFFECT UPON JEWISH SCHOOLS 


A Conference of Managers and Head ‘leachers of th 
Provided Schools in London and the Provinces was held on Thursday, in 
last week. at Woburn House, in order to discuss the effect upon Jewish 
Schools of the Kaducation Bill, which is to be introduc: dbv the Govern 
ment in the near future. Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Director of Jewi h 
Kducation, presided, Represe ntatives of all the London schools Were 
present: as well as the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen ‘Birmingham Hebrew > 
and Mr. Harold Behrens and Miss L. Danziger (Jews’ School, Manchester). 
The Board of Deputies was represented by Mrs. Eichholz and Mr. G. 
Cherns. 

Mr. Adler reported on an interview which had been a corded to him 
at the Board of Education. He pointed out that the main considerations 
were the provision of accommodation for children for the extra year from 
14 to 15. and in eases where further building would be necessary, the 
advisability or the reverse, of accepting a grant under the limitations 
which would be imposed upon the free choice of teachers. The Conference 
welcomed the extension of the school age, but from the discussion It 
emerged that the conditions in the various schools were very different. 
Some, such as the Jews’ Free School in London, had the necessary 
accommodation already ; others would have to adapt existing classrooms, 
others again would have to build. | } 

It was resolved to consult other denominational bodies as to their 
attitude to the Bill, in particular, so far as it would affect the Managers 
free choice of teachers. It was left to a small Committee to decide 
whether, on the publication of the text of the Bill, the Conference should 
be convened again with a view to making representations to the 
Government,

THE EAST END IN MOURNING 


Poorest Subjects Lament their King 
Desolate Silence on Tuesday 


The East End of London, which was ablaze a_ few 
months ago with emblems of rejoicing tor tte Jubilee cele 
brations of King (;eorge, Was in deepest mourning this week 
iwrites a JEWISH CHRONICLI representative’. East London Jewry 
has bad its notable days of Jewish national mourning, days 
when tragic happenings to Jews have been lamented or when grea! 
men in israel have passed away. but these pale in comparison 
with the profound mourning observed by every section of the Last 
End Jewish Community on Tuesday. All business was suspended 
a wonderful tribute of loyalty, especially when one remembers that 
this area includes the poorest members of the working class to 
whose individual discretion it was left as to whether work should 
be suspended or not. 

All businesses and stalls in Wentworth Street, Middlesex Street, 
Aldgate, Minories, Houndsditch, Spitalfields Market, Hessel Street. 
Watney Street, Whitechapel, Commercial and Mile End Roads were 
closed. The S reet Traders’ Protection Association decided to 
close the markets in Stepney. Every shop window and the 
windows of almost every house in the East End had a portrait 
of the late King, with a message of sympathy and grief. 

The street traders of Middlesex Street (Petticoat Lane) sent a 
wreath to Windsor as a tribute to a beloved monarch. 

In many Jewish shop windows in Whitechapel and Bethnal 
Green I saw displayed the centre pages of last Friday's Jewish 
CHRONICLE, on which were reproduced the portraits of King George 
and King Edward. Wherever I went I noticed everybody wearing 
‘decent mourning.” There was an air of desolation in the streets, 
and I thought of the words ‘ How doth the City sit solitary ... - 
how is she become as a widow,” the opening verses of Lamentations. 
In the side streets shops and factories were also closed. At the 
Machzike Hadass (Spitalfields Great) Synagogue a memorial service 
was held in the afternoon, at which Rabbi S. Bergstein, of Jerusalem, 
spoke in Yiddish, and Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfield, of the Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations. spoke in English. An English 
drosha must surely have been an innovation at the Machzike Hadass. 
Memorial Services were also held in the East End in most of the 
Synagogues affiliated to the Federation of Synagogues, the Rabbis 
ofeach Congregation delivering memorial addresses. Inthe East 
London press last week-end tributes to the late King were printed 
from the Rev. M. Zeffertt, of the East London Synagogue. 

I learn that a Jewish resident of London is to supply free 
breakfasts to poor children in the East End in honour of the acces- 
sion of King Edward VIII. The distribution of meals will start 
next Monday through the agency of the East End Mission, Stepney 
Central Hall, E. In the thickly populated Jewish district of Hackney, 
which forms part of the East End, I was authoritatively informed, 


the observance of the day of mourning was carried out by all Jewish 
business and working-class people.

PALESTINE MOURNS 
Two Minutes Silence Observed 


A Jewish othees and sv hools closed on the clay ol the tuneralt, 
uihough the High Comumssioner had not proclaimed Tuesday da) 
1 othtial mourning, but left it to the discretion of individual bodies 
wad persons to act as thes thought desirable. The Yishuv showed in 
no uncertain way its profound sorrow at the death of King George 
Mlags everywhere were at half-mast above Jewish ofhces and houses 

Special prayers and Services were held in all the PY RAROgUCS, 
where crowds attended the memorial gatherings. At the Wanlng 
Wall, special prayers were also offered. 

The two minutes’ silence during the commatment was mgidly 
observed, everything coming to rest during that period, and all vehicles 
halted. 

The principal Memorial Service was that held at the Hurvah 
Swnagogue in the Old City of Jerusalem. This was attended by 
members of the Jewish Agency and representatives ot the Jewish 
institutions. Man, ex-Servicemen were ala present, men who served 
in the Jewish Legion during the War being among them. 


The Consistoire Central Israélite de France has telegraphed as 
lollows to the Secretary of the Deputies of British Jews: “The Con- 
sistoire Central Israélite de France offers to all co-religionists in 
England the profound condolence of Jewry in France on the 
ecasion of mourning which has so cruelly fallen upon the British 
nation.” The telegram was signed by Baron Edouard de Rothschild. 

At the Royal Funeral one representative from each branch of the 
British Legion was asked to follow the cortége. The Maccabean 
Branch was represented by Mr. Donald Van den Bergh, who carned 
the standard of the Branch. 


In the course of his sermon at the Hammersmith and West 
Kensington Synagogue, the Rev. S. Lipson said: “ I would recall to 
those who saw it and to tell to those who did not, the beautiful 
incident which marked King George's passing by this very 5Syna- 
gogue on his Jubilee visit through West London. His attention was 
drawn by the Queen to the tablets of stone whereon the Command- 
ments are inscribed on the facade of the Synagogue.

Passports of Munich Jews: A Development 


There has been a development at Munich and Wurzburg, wher 
the local police have been taking away the passports ol Jews and 
returning them with the permit to travel abroad cancelled. With their 
returned passports, Jews are now receiving ati official notuce stating 
that if they wish to receive a pernut ior a trip) abroad they miust 
deposit a sum equal to the “ flight tax,” which is over 25 per cent. of 
their capital. These deposits are to be forfeited 1 they do not return 
to the Reich by a certain date. 


Rabbi Maibaum Released 


Rabbi Ignaz Maibaum, of Frankfort-on-the-Oder, who was 
arrested by the secret police on December 18th for remarks he allegedly 
made at a private Jewish conference, was released last week. He had 
been confined in Célhumbia Haus, the notorious Gestapo prison in 
Berlin, ever since his arrest. No charges were preferred against him 
and the case is now believed to be closed. 


No More Jewish Accountants 


An order eliminating Jewish accountants from German business 
life was issued last week hy the Ministry of Finance. The order 
prohibits Jews acting as accountants on the ground that only * reliable 
elements ” of the population may act as controllers in matters’ con- 
cerning taxes. According to official data, there are about 500 licenced 
accountants of Jewish origin in the Reich.

Danzig Nazis Retreat 


Promise to Respect Constitution 


A sudden volte-face on the part of the Danzig Nazis last week 


removed the immediate urgency of the proceedings before the 
League Council. Despite their truculeuce at first, the Danzig 


Government, after twenty-four hours of negotiations, agreed to the 
League's recommendations, as put forward by Mr. Eden. They 
promised to rescind a decree which in effect placed a member of the 
Nazi organisation in a privileged position above the law; to alter the 
penal code so that a person could no longer be imprisoned for a 
erime unspecified by law; to compensate employees dismissed for 
political opinions; and to amend the Press laws. Orders have been 
sent to Danzig by Herr Greiser, President of the Danzig Senate, 
putting the first three points into force at once. In a private letter 
to Mr. Eden he has promised to put the fourth into effect. 

In his speech to the Council, Mr. Eden declared that Colonel 
Beck, the Polish Foreign Minister, had given assurances that the 
Council might count upon the assistance of Poland, which had 
special interests in Danzig. 


Lip Service? 

The MORNING Post reports that the collapse of Nazi resistance 
was (he indirect result of an intimation from Berlin. It is certain, 
it is stated, that only a few days ago the Nazi leaders had every 
intention of defying the League. The same paper adds a report 
from Danzig to the effect that well-informed local circles consider 
that the Danzig Government intends to pay lip service to the League 
while at the same time carrying on its present policy of intimidation 
and oppression of the minorities. 


The League Council has accepted the report of the rapporteur for the 
last session of the Permanent Mandates Commission. The Council noted 
the declaration of Japan maintaining its right to enjoy economic equality in 
Palestine and other mandated territories, but reserved its right to recon- 
sider the position later.

The Hicem’s Great Work 


\ graphic picture of the immense work done by the Hicem 
Hias-lca Emigration Association), in helping large sections o 


German Jewry to find new homes abroad, is supplied in the late 
Keport issued by the organisation in Paris. From May 15th, 1933. 
to December 3ist, 1935, the Report states, the Hicem transported 
overseas 0,595 German refugees, of whom 3,371 went to Palestin: 
962 to Brazil, 358 to Paraguay, 237 to the Argentine, 233 to the U.S.A 
and Canada, and 65 to South Africa. 


either to obtain professional training or to settle permanently in 
different European countries; 2,416 were assisted to re emigrate, 
and 3,397 were repatriated to the countries of origin. Altogether 
15,425 German refugees were assisted by the Hicem with funds 
provided by the subsidies of the Ica, the Joint Distribution Com 
mittee, the Central British Fund and various other organisations. 

In 1935 alone, in spite of innumerable difficulties, the Hicem 
was able to assist in the transportation of 3,043 refugees from 
Germany, of whom 2,172 went to overseas countries. Of these 
1,442 went to Palestine. 

The Hicem also paid thé cost of emigration to European 
countries of 350 refugees, who were either sent to receive profes- 
sional re-training or to settle permanently. Finally, the Hicem 
made possible the repatriation of 521 refugees to the countries of 
their origin. 

For 1936, the Hicem has drawn up a plan for the transference 
during the first, three mouths of the year of 409 refugees from 
Germany. The Hicem is meanwhile continuing to look for new 
outlets for Jewish emigration. One of its experts has been sent to 
South America to study possibilities in Paraguay, Peru, Colombia 
and Chile. An inspection will also ba made of possibilities in 


Ecuador about which conflicting statements have recently been 
current.

The development of the Community in Liverpool is known in some 
detail. There was a small settlement there about 1750, which died out. 
This settlement seems to have consisted of Sefardim from London. who 
were on their way to Ireland and America. In 1780, another group 
settled there. consisting this time of poor Ashkenazim, who were 
engaged for the most part in vending new and second-hand clothes 
and other wares to the sea-faring population. 

Particulars of the callings and trades of the twenty-two Jewish 
households then living there are at hand in the Liverpool directory 
lor the year 1790. We meet with one general merchant, one bead 
merchant, one hardwareman, three silversmiths and jewellers, one 
wholesale watchmaker, two slopsellers, one broker, four itinerant 
dealers, a bookkeeper, an owner of a music warehouse, one seal 
engraver and a Jews’ “ High Priest.” There are to be added a number 
of hawkers and pedlars, who lodged with these householders. The 
total population at that time was 100.

Particulars of the callings and trades of the twenty-two Jewish 
households then living there are at hand in the Liverpool directory 
lor the year 1790. We meet with one general merchant, one bead 
merchant, one hardwareman, three silversmiths and jewellers, one 
wholesale watchmaker, two slopsellers, one broker, four itinerant 
dealers, a bookkeeper, an owner of a music warehouse, one seal 
engraver and a Jews’ “ High Priest.” There are to be added a number 
ot hawkers and pedlars, who lodged with these householders. The 
total population at that time was 100. 

_ The migratoriness of the Jews in England is very noticeable, for the 
Liverpool Community was rapidly recruited by arrivals from Plymouth, 
Falmouth, Penzance, Bath, Exeter, Barnstaple, Market Harborough, 
Yarmouth, Ipswich and London. By 1830, the Jewish population 
consisted of about 250 families, following more varied occupations than 
the generation of 1790, and was fairly dispersed about Liverpool and 
its environs.

In Capetown, too, stands another Jewish memorial, both of 
erudition and of mellowness: the Sidney Mendelssohn Collection of 
Aineana, which is housed in the Library of Parliament and contains 
“0,000 valuable books, besides innumerable listoneal pictures and 
maps. Half of this collection formed the original bequest of 1917, 
ind what South African savant has not blessed Mendelssohn's memory 
“when aided in his researches by the massive Mendelssohn Bibhography 
of Atmeana? 

In another sphere, Johannesburg delights in the Hermann 
ckstein Park with its magnificent zoo. This was the git of Messrs. 
Wernher, Beit and Co., and Sir Max Michaelis in 1903, and on it 
Johannesburg spends two-thirds of the total amount handled by all 
South African zoos. No turnstile clicks statistics of admission here, 
jor its gates stand open to all people. 

While Capetown rightly prides itself on the largest and_ best 
orchestra in the eountry, a glance at its hist of subscribers shows that 
itis largely Johannesburg music lovers, and that means Johannesburg 
Jews, who make its continued existence possible. Its income only 
Approaches its cost during the summer holidays, when it is notorious 
that the watering places of the Cape Peninsula are in sound and sight 
quite Palestinian. No overseas impresario could consider a South 
African tour for Galli-Curci, Menuhin, Heifetz or their lke, but for 
the fact that Johannesburg is sure to recoup his losses elsewhere 
Suffered; and I have listened to Bach and Beethoven in the crowded 
City Hall and rather shamefacedly amused myself by counting the 
individual obvious Gentiles in the audience. In this strain, too, I have 
melancholy pleasure in recalling that but for one other I was the only 
Gentile member of the only modern drama reading circle in my home 
town of Pretoria. 

To complete these reflections on mellow culture and erudition I 
might add that the Afrikaners from Stellenbosch always call their 
'iVals from the “English” University of Capetown “Ikeys,” and so does

In the days of my fathers generation there was practically none 
True, there were few Jews, and these wandenngy pedlars. Some ot 
them, cut off from ther own kind and creed, took unto themselves 
wives from among the farmers daughters; some of them beeame the 
founders ot Afrikanes fanules, | have been folk ol the 
cordial relations between the old Boers and these sunple Jewish 
traders. In those days, long before the Boer War, the bearded men 
of the veld had little learning beyond the Seriptures, and to the dow 
Calvinists the Old Testament was a more fanuliar Book than the New. 
As on their wanderings the Israelites carried with them the Ark and 
the Tablets of the Law. so the old Boer consulted lus tolho Bible in 
every difficulty, and gathered from it solace in lis tmbulations. And 


even as the Israelites slew the man who had lain with the Midianitish 


woman, so the Boers cast out those that held intercourse with the 
daughters of Ham. 

The Boer had not forgotten lis own search for the Promused 
Land: all South Afriea is covered with bibheal allusion im the names of 
its dorps and streams. Trekking away trom a British Pharaoh in 
Capetown, the Boer went in search of a land where he could live in 
the tradition of his fathers, and when the Trek became particularly 
wearisome a clear stream in the parched veld recalled to him the 
Jordan, and on its bank he built lus Bethlehem. (What matter if. the 
geography was somewhat erratic!) Small wonder, then, that the 
patriarchs of Heilbron, and Bethal, and Benom, had so much m 
common with old Moses come to buy their wool, or Isaac selling 
ploughs. 

I remember asking my friend, Moses Kottler, our leading sculptor, 
how he had enjoyed hving with the late General Christiaan de Wet, 
whose bust he was commissioned to make for the Afmkaner University 
of Stellenbosch.

Recent American surveys show that the 
unemployed tend to have larger families than those in work Amony 
Jews, certainly, low income and even the gravest financial troubles did 
not prevent Orthodox. parents from rearing large families. The con- 
nection between econgmic considerations and fanuly limitation is some- 
what different. The idea that the small family might give each child 
a better chance in life has often been a factor tm lumiting the number of 
emldren. Thus, the economic reason for family limitation might very 
often be a sign of optimmsim rather then of pessumism. This applies 
also to Jewish famulies. 


| influence of Environment 
How far are these tendencies likely to influence the future develop- 

ment of the Jews? We all know that their customs are to a great 
extent influenced by their eurroundings. It happens that the mass 
Jewish migration during the last three decades proceeded from countries 
with a high birth-rate to countries with a low birth-rate.

Interesting details of Jewish life on the scattered islands of the

DR. WEIZMANN AND THE FARMERS 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM| 


One of Dr. Weizmann’s first acts when he reached Palestine 
a couple of months ago was to deplore the schismatic tendencies 
within the ranks of Palestinian Jewry. 

At the Annual Farmers’ Federation Conference a month ago, 
lv. Weizmann referred to the problem in no uncertain terms. He 
bas now taken practical steps to achieve the general unity of 
all contending elements, foremost among the dissidents being 
‘he Jewish farmers who, because of objections to their exclusion 
-» bloe from election to the governing bodies, have stood outside the 
\aad Leumi and Zionist Congress. 

Naturally the winning-over of the farmers to a real alliance 
within the Yishuv will have an important bearing upon the ques. 
tion of Jewish labour. A Jewish Agency census carried out last 
September, in connection with the estimates for the proposed labour 
immigration schedule, is reported to have shown that the number 
of Jewish bands employed in orange-groves had actually decreased 
in the past three years, with a corresponding increase of Arab 
labourers on Jewish plantations. 

This might not have been so marked during the subsequent 
autumn and winter had urban labour markets continued to absorb 
large numbers of men. But economic activity was slowed down as 
a result of the freak banking panic, caused by untoward appre. 
hensions over the Italo-Ethiopian conflict, which resulted not only 
in large withdrawals of deposits ‘something like £P2,500,000) from 
the small and large banks but also in a decrease of building and 
other investments. The building trades in Tel-Aviv and Haifa 
were particularly hit, throwing many men (who had deserted the 
colonies for the cities where higher wages ruled) out of employment. 
They were not able to return to the colonies as their places had in 
the meantime been filled by Arab labour. 

It will be in securing a palliation, if not an entire remedy, of 
the problem that Dr. Weizmann’'s efforts to line up the Farmers 
federation and its members with the rest of the Yishuv, will be 
most valuable. With many thousands of people abroad clamouring 
to enter Palestine, and the thousands inside prevented from obtain. 
ing large-scale employment on Jewish estates, the situation has by 
no means been pleasant to contemplate either by the Zionist leader- 
ship or the rank and file. 

A Conference was held in ‘Tel-Aviv recently between Dr. 
Weizmann and representatives of the Farmers’ Federation, at which 
the question of Jewish labour at Petah Tikvah was discussed. At 
present, cheap Arab labour is cutting out Jewish workers. The 
farmers agreed to take steps to remedy the situation. 


Preparations for the Levant Fair 
HIGH COMMISSIONER'S PATRONAGE 


IMPROVEMENTS IN FAIR GROUNDS 

Preparations are in full swing for the Levant Fair in Tel-Aviv 
t> be held from April 30th to May 30th next. vear. The High 
(‘onunissioner has accepted the patronage of the Fair onee more. 

The symbol of “ The Flying Camel,” indicating the accelerated 
progress of an ancient Eastern land under modern conditions, will be 
appropriate this year as the Fair is to run an Aviation Week to induce 
Palestinians to become air-minded. The co-operation of the Palestine 
Lurector of Civil Aviation is being obtained in tlus connection, and 
the country may have its first non-military air pageant. A rally of 
aviators from the Near and Middle East is being arranged. 

The Federation of British Industries has appomted a committee, 
under the Honorary Presidency of the Secretary of State for the 
C‘olomes, the President of the Board of Trade, and the Secretary ot 
the Department for Overseas Trade, in connection with the Fair, 
Prominent members of the Committee comprise Sir Ene Geddes, Sir 
Felix Pole, Sir Francis Joseph, Sir Herbert Austin, Lord Barnaby, 
‘ir Harold Bowden, Sir: Robert Waley Cohen, the Duke of Derby, 
Lord Evesham, Lord Hirst. Lord Leverhulme, the Earl of Lytton, 
Sir George Macdonogh, Sir Harry MacGowan, Lord Melchett, the 
Marquis of Reading and Lord Herbert Scott. 

For the first time in the history of the Fair (it was initiated in 
Tel-Aviv in 1923) America will participate. Switzerland intends to take 
an increased interest in the Fair this year and will concentrate on dis- 
plays of machinery and equipment for industry and transport, thus 
furthering the commercial pact between Switzerland and the Jewish 
Agency. 

M. A. Calevras, President of the International Fair of Salonika, 
is the head of a committee which will represent Greece at the Levant 
Fair. This year Greece will be officially represented for the first tume. 

Belgium and Poland will concentrate on emphasising their 
shipping facilities, and Roumania will lay stress on agriculture. 
Denmark, Greece, Holland, Norway and Switzerland will all be 
participating officially for the first time. 

It is intended to provide a platform for conference and dis- 
cussions with the foreign delegations attending the Fair. The aim 
of these talks will be to promote reciprocal trade arrangements 
between the countries of the Middle East and those participating in 


the Exhibition. Although unofficial in character these discussions 
will help to create the atmosphere necessary for a more cordial 
understanding between the countries concerned. 

An “Ideal Home,” built and furnished completely out of 
Palestinian materials, will be one of the feature exhibits. 

Improvements to be made in the Fair Ground include transfor- 
mation of the “ Flying Camel Square" by the addition of a fountain 
and the laying out of lawns. The Main Entrance Gate is to be 
made higher and the Main Avenue altered. A new illumina. 
tion scheme is to be introduced which will give the Exbibition a 
completely different appearance by night. New buildings are to be 
coustructed to house the special sections devoted to agriculture, 
ports and shipping, public bealth and hygiene. 

Additional space will be devoted to the exhibition of agriculture 
and colonisation in Palestine. A special committee has been formed 
for this purpose, headed by Mr. M. T. Dawe, the Director of Agricul- 
ture and Forests. The Exhibition will include as its main features 
a general agricultural display, special shows of one or two days 
duration and exhibits of agricultural machinery with practical 
demonstrations and tests.

Transfer of German Capital 
STATEMENT BY ZIONIST ORGANISATION 


The Zionist Organisation in London states that the fact that 
the Haavarah Office in Berlin has not accepted any deposits for 
transferring to Palestine since February 7th, 1955, does not mean 
thal no Jewish capital has been transferred by the Haavaral since 
that date. Haavaral has trausferred capital to Palestine every 
month. 

It is because of the large amounts of deposits that had already 
accumulated by February, 1935, that the Haavarah was unable to 
accept any further deposits. Those deposits which they already 
had were gradually transferred to Palestine month by month.

EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS 


[From our Correspondent] 


Presiding at a meeting of the Council of the Congregation, Mr. 
LD. I. Sandelson referred to the jubilee of the marrage of Mr. Maurice 
Stross, Vice-President, and paid a tribute to him for his many years’ 
services to the local Community. Messrs. 8. Wolfson, Morris Silman, 
J. Gillinson, I, Goldman and M. Saipe associated themselves with the 
tributes to Mr. and Mrs. M. Stross. 

Mr. Morris Silman called attention to the problem of Hebrew and 
religious education in the Chapeltown and Roundhay areas, and said 
that there were several hundred children who were receiving little or 
practically no Hebrew or religious instruction of any kind. Large 
numbers of families whose children formerly attended the Talmud 
Torah had migrated to residential and suburban areas. It was a 
scandal, he said, that the Community had made no provision, and 
condemned the policy of drift. 

Mr. S. H. Lyons said that the Talmud Torah had not the funds 
with which to open new classes, but the problem should be dealt 


with by the Community as a whole. Mr. J. Gillinson suggested that 
revenues should be raised through the Board of Shechita for the 
purposes of Hebrew education. Mr. Ll. Goldman said that it was 


lamentable that parents were still prepared to send children to private 
“Chedarim ” run for personal gain and which were, 
unsatisfactory. Mr. S. Wolfson moved that the matter 
the Executive for urgent attention. 

The President said that he welcomed the discussions because he 
considered Hebrew and relimous education to be the primary funetion 
of the Umted Hebrew Congregation.

A vivid description of the present persecution of German Jew: 
delivered recentiv by Rabbi Raphael H. Levine, of Liverpool, to ¢

“ Differentness’’ was the real reason not only for the prejud 
against Jews, but for the prejudice between groups generally, ku!

PHYSICAL TRAINING 


Board of Education's Plans 


Managers of Jewish clubs, and others, will be interested in 
the cireular which has been issued by the Board of Education. 
outlining the Government's policy of physical education. — Its object 
is to asstst local authorities and others in framing a comprehensive plan 
of physical education suited to the needs of their areas. It surmmarises 
the main directions in which the system of physical education in this 
country calls for umprovement and expansion as follows : 

(a) A more complete organisation of physical education through the 
appointment in every area of an adequate number of competent full-time or 
part-time men and women organisers, who can advise teachers in all types of 
schools and can help to co-ordinate and develop the provision of physical 
activities for children and young people generally ; 

(b) a larger output of teachers competent to vive gymnastic training 


in senior, secondary and technical schools; also an increase in the numbers | 


of short courses for teachers in all types of schools, and for teachers and 
leaders in voluntary organisations; } 

{c) an improvement In the standard of physical training in clementary 
schools, particularly in certain areas; : 

(d) a fuller appreciation of the need for physical education for pupils 
in secondary and technical schools at all stages of their school life: 

(¢) a more thorough organisation to enable young people no longer 
attending school, whether employed or unemployed, to receive from com-

favourable to the banks last year than in 1934, and the poor rate of ecarnine 
contributed little to the prolit and loss aceount in spite of the imerease in the 
total amount of bills. Advances increased by £4 milhon, but their proportion 
to the tetal of current and deposits accounts, at 34) per cent., was. slightly 
lower. The balance of profit for the vear, at £1,402,655, was less than th 
previous year’s by £122,224, but a specal distribution tu mark the Bank's 
centenary year, by way of bonus to the stall, pensioners and widows, had 
been charged to expenses before the declaration of the prolit balance. The 
distribution to the partly-paid shareholders took the form of a bonus of 
2 per cent., and appeared as a separate item in the prolit and loss account. 


A MEMORABLE YEAR 


In many respects, 1935 had been a memorable year in world affairs, but 
changes in the economic. sphere had been, in the main,’ not of a major 
character, nor, unfortunately, such as to bring nearer a solution of the many 
difficulties and problems with which the world was beset. The channels of 
international trade had become no less obstructed and the flow of trade but 
little stronger, but within national boundaries a much more considerable 
improvement had come about. 

In spite of unfavourable world conditions, which had been rendered 
more onerous by recent events in the political sphere, there was hardly a 
phase of our own country’s activity, susceptible of statistical measurement, 
in which last year’s results had not been more favourable than those of 1934. 

Aiter a lapse of years, we appeared to be coming again within striking 
distance of the volume of our pre-War trade; but the percentage of exports 
of British goods to our imports of all kinds had declined from about 70 per 
cent. to between 50 per cent. and 60 per cent. Our great basic industries, coal, iron 
and steel, cotton and wool, though still playing the largest part in our export 
trade, had lost some of their old predominance, but their decline had been 
offset by a steady increase in the importance of some lesser industries. The 
proportion of our exports of British goods going to countries of the Empire 
had steadily increased from 37.2 per cent. to 47.8 per cent. Moreover, the 
aggregate value of exports to Empire countries was now slightly above the 
pre-War level, and the entire decrease shown on the export side of our trade 
was therefore on account of the smaller takings of foreign countries. The 
relative importance of the various markets, both Empire and foreign, had 
altered considerably. ’ 

In conclusion, he referred to the centenary of the Bank's foundation. He 
himself had seen forty-five years of banking, during which the gradual evolu- 
tion of our banking system had been an experience of absorbing interest. 
Throughout this evolutionary process, British banking had ever been the 
handmaid of commerce, expanding ils units as commercial and industrial 
units had expanded.

HERE is a mound situated on an 
ancient caravan route, about four 
hours’ walk from Samaria, which 
marks the site of a walled town that 

figured in one of the most striking episodes in 
the career of Elisha the prophet. It is one 
that I imagine is not generally familiar, so I 
make no excuse for recalling it, especially as 
it conveys a lesson which it would do us all 
good to learn. 


Tue Camp 

According to the Bible story, the Syrians 
were engaged in one of the periodical forays 
which they made against the northern king- 
dom of Israel, and the Syrian King consulted 
with his military advisers as to where he 
should pitch his camp each day, having in 
mind the chances which it would give of 
ambushing the Israelites as they marched. by, 
perhaps through a narrow defile commanded 
on either side by wooded heights. By some 
means or other, Elisha obtained information 
concerning the plans of the Synans, and he 
sent warnings to the King of Israel, with the 
result that the trap which had been set for him 
was avoided. 


Wao Is tHe Sry? 

The King of Syria could not help realising 
that he had been betrayed, and the question 
he had to solve was: by whom? “One of 
us,” he told his Generals, “is working for the 
King of Israel,” and he demanded that the 
name of the traitor should be revealed to him. 
“There is no traitor,” they replied, and they 
told the King about Elisha, whose powers were 
such that he “telleth the King of Israel the 
words that thou speakest in thy bedchamber.” 
No doubt the Syrians had their secret service, 
too, and had learnt that it was from Elisha 
that the warnings had come, though they may 
not have known the methods by which the 
prophet worked. So the King gave orders 
that what we should now call the intelligence 
service should set to work to find out Elisha’s 
headquarters, so that this master-spy could 
be captured. Very soon word came back that 
he was in Dothan, the walled town that I 
mentioned in my opening paragraph. 


BESIEGED 

So the King sent a formidable force, cavalry 
and chariots and an army of infantry to 
surround the town, which they did during the 
night. In the early hours, Elisha’s servant, 
perhaps one specially detailed for look-out 
duties, discovered that the town was besieged, 
and it was obvious what this army had come 
for. He went immediately to his master and 
tremblingly told his news. “Alas!” my 
master,” he cried, “what shall we do?” And 
then Elisha gave a memorable reply. “Fear 
not,” he said, placing perhaps a reassuring 
hand on his servant’s shoulder; “fear not, for 


they that are with us are more than they that 
are with them.” 


On THE 

No doubt his servant looked at the prophet 
wonderingly. What could he mean. The 
Israelite army was miles away in Samaria. To 
what army, then, could his master be alluding? 
The Bible recounts further: “And Elisha 
prayed, and said: ‘Lord, I pray Thee, open 
his eyes that he may see. And the Lard 
opened the eyes of the young man, and he 
saw, and behold, the mountain was full of 
horses and chariots of fire round 
Elisha.” 


Into tHe Lion’s DEN 
There was a striking end to the story. In 
response to Elisha’s prayers, the investing host

was “smitten with blindness.” Perhaps 4 
mountain mist arose, or a dust storm—some- 
thing that prevented the Syrians from seeing 
where they were, and Elisha went to them and 
told them they were at the wrong place, and 
he offered to guide them to the man they were 
seeking. All unsuspectingly they followed, 
and when their eyes were opened they found 
themselves in the midst of Samaria, right in 
the heart of the Israelite camp. The whole 
force were prisoners. The King of. Israel, 


. elated at this wonderful coup, asked Elisha if 


he should destroy them. “Oh, no,” replied the 
prophet, “you would not slay prisoners taken 
in battle,” and he told the King to feed them 
and send them back. The men were given a 
feast and sent home, and that was an end for 
a time of Syrian invasions. 


Tue Lesson 

How well we do ‘to bear this incident in 
mind when we, too, are troubled. “What shall 
we do?” we may cry, and then let us 
remember that possibly at that very moment 
of trouble and distress the forces at our 
disposal are far greater than those assailing us. 
On the mountains around, if we would only 
look, are horses and chariots of fire. “Unto 
the hills I lift mine eyes, whence my help 
cometh.”
